of the war. 

The newspaper's military com- 
mentator, Mario Appelius, said the 
United States must choose among 
three decisions: 


1,“To remain neutral until the

Canada, Newfoundland, the Ba- 
hamas, Bermuda and Jamaica as 
its “expectations.” 

2.To continue to aid England 
without intervening in the war and 
find itself in an “inferior diplo- 
matic condition” when the British 
Empire is split up at a peace con- 
ference, as well as in future trade 
agreements. 

3.To enter the war “knowing she 
is not militarily ready and meet all 
the consequences of defeat.” 

The final course, Appelius said, 
would be ‘‘suicide.”

BUCHAREST, Oct. 9 
British quarters said unofficially 
tonight that a break in the diplo- 
matic relations between Rumania 
and Britain “now appears inevita- 
ble” following a conversation be- 
tween Sir Reginald Hoare, British 
Minister, and Gen. Ion Antonescu, 
Rumanian Premier. 

Hoare viisted Antonescue after 
receiving what his Legation called 
an “unsatisfactory” written expla- 
nation of the German troop move- 
ments. Gen. Antonescu, it was re- 
ported, told him nothing to reassure 
him about the future of Britain’s 
position in Rumania. 

British circles here said “evidence 
accumulates that German troops 
are filtering into the country at 
many points.” Some circles say Ger- 
many may take military action in 
the Near East, perhaps moving 
against Greece and Turkey to help 
the Italians take Suez, 

Meanwhile, Rumania barred ex- 
ports of refined oil products to 
Grece and it was reported the bar 
was to be extended to Turkey. 
Both countries are friendly toward 
or allied to Britain. Both lack re- 
fineries and Greece is said to have 
only two months’ supplies of gaso- 
line. Turkey would still have a 
source of supply in Russia. 

Some observers expressed belief 
the German Reich now is defi- 
nitely embarked on a “Berlin to 
Bagdad” expansion move, aimed at 
eventually controlling the rich 
Iraq oil fields, whose production 


now goes to Britain. However, 
such a move would depend on the 
co-operation of Moscow wih Ber- 
lin. 
British Oil Men Leaving. 

The last British officials super- 
vising Britain’s extensive oil field 
interests in Rumania were report- 
ed to be leaving their posts as 
German troops neared the petrole- 
um producing area.

ROOSEVELT GIVES 
ARMY POLICY ON 
NEGRO DRAFTEES 


Calls for Promotion Schools, 
Air Training, Proportion- 
ate Conscription, Duty in 


All Major Branches. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt ordered the 
War Department today to put into 
effect immediately a policy provid- 
ing that the services of Negroes 
will be utilized'on “a fair and equit- 
able basis” in the defense program. 

Announcing the President’s ac- 
tion, Stephen Early, his press secre- 
tary, said that it followed a confer- 
ence the President had Sept. 27 with 
Negro leaders and Frank Knox, 
Secretary of the Navy, and Robert 
Patterson, Assistant Secretary of 
Wai. Early said Patterson there- 
after submitted a statement of pol- 
icy which the President approved. 

Statement of Policy. 

The statement as given out at the 
White House: 

“It is the policy of the War De- 
partment that the services of Ne- 
'groes will be utilized on a fair and 
‘equitatle basis. In line with this 
|policy provision will be made as fol- 
lows: 

“1. The strength of the Negro 
personnel of the Army of the Unit- 
ed States will be maintained on 
the general basis of proportion of 
the Negro population of the coun- 
try. 

“2. Negro organizations will be 
established in each major branch 
of the service, combatant as well 
as non-combatant. 

“3. Negro reserve officers eligible 
for active duty will be assigned 
to Negro units officered by colored 


personnel. 
“4, When officer candidate 
schools are _ established, opportu- 


nity will be given to Negroes to 
qualify for reserve commissions. 

“5. Negroes are being given avia- 
tion training as pilots, mechanics 
and technical’ specialists. This 
training will be accelerated. Negro 
aviation units will be formed as 
soon as the necessary personnel 
has been trained. 


Negro civilians are accorded equal 
opportunity for employment at 
work for which they are qualified 
by ability, education and experi- 
ence. 


Not to Intermingle Troops. 

“7. The policy of the War De- 
partment is not to intermingle col- 
ored and white enlisted personnel 
in the same regimental organiza- 
tions. This policy. has been proven 
satisfactory over a long period of 
years and to make changes would 
produce situations destructive to 
morale and detrimental to the prep- 
arations for national defense. For 
similar. reasons the department 
does not contemplate 
colored reserve officers other than 
those of the medical corps and

In his minute inspection of fa- 
cilities and personnel, Gen. Arnold 
was particularly interested in the 
background and training of the 
enlisted men. He stopped to ques- 
tion a dozen or more, usually ask- 
ing first about their educational 
background. Most were high school 
graduates and some had had col- 
lege work, He asked whether they 
were satisfied with the school and 
with the food. All were satisfied, 
although one young man admitted 
he couldn’t always get “seconds” 
on dessert. A companion replied 
that he had no difficulty getting 
“seconds” because he could run 
fast. 


Demands Fire Drill. 


Gen. Arnold astonished a young 
enlisted man in a barracks by tell- 
ing him the building was on fire 
and ordering him to ‘“‘do something 
about it.” The young man was 
petrified for two minutes. Then at 
the General’s suggestion, he ran 
to call the fire truck. It was slow 
in coming and Gen. Arnold _ re- 
marked wryly that the building 
was already destroyec and the ad- 
joining barracks was on fire. After 
the young fire-fighters played a 
stream of chocolate-colored water 
on the roof of the barracks, Gen. 
Arnold was satisfied and went on 
to other buildings. 

In the garage, he asked a me- 
chanic to start the motors of three 
trucks to assure himself that they 
were in operating order. In the 
hospital, he asked convalescents 
\ ether they were satisfied with 
their care. They were. He talked 
to physicians, dentists and nurses, 
asking questions.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

R. WILLKIE is following very close- 

ly the path marked out by Mr. Lan- 
don. The former was nominated under 
peculiar circumstances. 

Dewey entered the race with flags fly- 
ing and with an enthusiastic following. 
The Republicans had found a new and 
virile leader who would rejuvenate the 
party with a vigorous anti-New Deal 
philosophy that would appeal to young 
and old, rich and poor. 

Dewey started out with high hopes and 
more than bright prospects. As he pro- 
ceeded with his campaign, he adopted 
more and more of the New Deal policies 
because, I suppose, it was easier to favor 
them than to prove their unsoundness. 

Anyway, as he proceeded with his cam- 
paign, he became on out-and-out New 
Dealer and the Republican enthusiasm 
for him waned. He was not the leader 
wanted. The same may be said of Sen- 
ators Taft and Vandenberg.

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In the midst of this disappointing sit- 
uation, Mr. Willkie came to public atten- 
tion. Not one person in 10 had ever 
heard of him, but he came out of the wil- 
derness preaching a gospel of salvation, 
and Republicans and Democrats rallied 
to welcome him into the political arena. 

That was exactly the leadership the 
American voters wanted. It would give 
us a two-party system that would make 
for purer politics and more wholesome 
legislation.

He 
was not so much against the New Deal 
after all. Since that, he has been mak- 
ing New Deal speeches advocating Mr. 
Roosevelt's policies, apparently oblivious 
of the fact that he is running as the Re- 
publican candidate and is supposed to 
be campaigning against the New Deal. 

When he offered to debate the issues 
with Mr. Roosevelt, Mr. Willkie was sup- 
posed to oppose the New Deal on funda- 
mental issues. Up to date, he has not 
presented an issue on which there could 
be a controversial debate.

There is nothing improper about a Judge’s declar- 
ing himself in favor of a campaign to lift the bench 
from the muck of partisanship. Quite the contrary. 
Such a movement as this in New York in the 
time when Benjamin N. Cardozo was Chief Judge 
of the Court of Appeals would certainly have had 
his outspoken approval. No Missouri Judge believes 
that Justice Cardozo would have stood by silently 
while laymen sought to free the judiciary from polit- 
ical obligations. 

When Congress was confronted with a bill to 
change the entire character of the United States 
Supreme Court, Chief Justice Hughes did not sit 
back with his mouth closed. His forthright state- 
ment to Senator Wheeler against the packing plan 
was a body blow to that ill-starred scheme. 

Before that, Chief Justice Hughes and Justices 
Brandeis and Van Devanter appeared as a Supreme 
Court committee at a Senate hearing on a bill to 
shortcut appeals. They were against it and they 
said so. When the Supreme Court has favored such 
things as Federal procedural reform, it has been 
just as quick to take an affirmative stand. 

Missouri has five Federal Judges, and of these, 
only Judge Merrill E. Otis has signed a card de- 
claring his support of the plan.

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THE BURMA ROAD. 


Mr. Churchill’s decision to open the Burma Road 
means that war supplies are again to flow to China 
over the vital highway from the outside world. It 
means that Japan has rejected an opportunity to end 
the prolonged war with China, since the British 
terms for closing the road last July provided that the 
Japanese use the three-month period to seek peace 
on terms that Chiang Kai-shek could accept. Instead, 
Tokyo entered a military pact with Germany and 
Italy, Britain’s foes, and Britain now retaliates by 
an action that favors Japan’s foe. 

The three-month closing of the road has worked 
no great hardship on China, since it has been in the 
rainy season, when little trafic can go through under 
any circumstances. But with the arrival of fair 
weather shortly, Chiang will make greater use than 
before of what is now virtually China’s only source 
of supplies. 

The continued Chinese resistance to Japan’s war 
of aggression has made the world marvel, and the 
Burma Road has played an important part in this 
astonishing fight for national life. The Japanese 
hold all of China’s former industrial centers, all its 
great ports, virtually every railroad and navigable 
river, together with territory containing more than 
half the country’s population. Yet the stubborn 
Chinese have not yielded. By prodigious efforts, 
they have set up new industries, built new highways 
and railroads, at points far in the interior. 

Only three routes to the outside world remained 
open after the Japanese victories. The road via Russia 
is long and hazardous, and supplies are relatively 
scanty. That to Indo-China, a narrow-gauge raikway, 
was inadequate, and was closed under Japanese pres- 
sure even before France surrendered to Hitler. The 
Burma route was only an ancient mountain trail, 
until its conversion into a modern highway, some 
700 miles long, by the prolonged toil of some 100,000 
Chinese workers, laboring patiently through extremes 
of heat and cold. Its completion, among rugged 
peaks and deep gorges, was a masterpiece of highway 
building. The American Ambassador, Nelson T. 
Johnson, proclaimed it a miracie. 

Connecting with the rail line in Burma, Chinese 
trucks hauled tons of badly needed war supplies over 
the route. Britain thus holds the power to stifle or 
encourage continued resistance by Chiang’s dauntless 
armies. Now the signal is given to continue the 
stream of munitions, and Japan will doubtless feel 
the results in an intensification of the troublesome 
guerrilla warfare.

It was won on a slogan which described the 
past but which was clearly understood to be 
a promise for the future: “He kept us out 
of war.” That promise, whatever its moral 
quality, was not kept. 

But the parallel does not stop there. While 
the issue of war was impending, as it is 
today, there was little or no anticipation that 
if the United States entered the war it would 
send a vast army to Europe. It was asserted 
again and again that the quickest way “to 
hit Germany is to help the Allies,” with 
money, munitions, supplies. The French Am- 
bassador gave assurance that there would 
be no need to send “any men to France ex- 
cept a detachment, for sentimental reasons.” 

* * . 

Even after the British and French = mis- 
sions came to this country, it was not real- 
ized how large an expeditionary force would 
have to be organized. 

Yet we sent 2,000,000 men overseas. Why 
were the other factors not enough without 
the expeditionary army? For reasons grow- 
ing out of one fundamental factor for which 
the present situation offers a striking paral- 
lel. Then, as now, the Germans had the 
initiative; the Allies were on the defensive. 
The defeat of Russia, like the diplomatic re- 
versal of Russia a year ago, and the defeat 
of France this summer, left the British with 
their backs to the wall. 

It was necessary not only to strengthen 
the Allied financial structure; it was essen- 
tial not only to beat the submarine and get 
food and supplies from America—the deci- 
sive factor was to wrest the initiative from 
the Germans, carry the war to them and, by 
weight of military force, defeat them, 

Today the problem is the same. We miss 
the point completely if we feel that a failure 
in the attenrpt to invade England would 
settle the war. Even if attacks on Gibral- 
tar, Egypt and Suez were to fail, there still 
would remain the necessity for gaining the 
initiative and defeating the Germans. 

Mr. Churchill has never been deceived 
upon that point. He made it both explicit 
and luminously clear when he said: “We 
must prepare not only for the summer but

One hour and 51 minutes later 
six more bombers appeared, dropped 
their bombs and departed to the 
same satanic symphony of blood- 
curdling sound of bombs, sirens 
and anti-aircraft gun firing. There- 
after, for 40 odd hours, the Barce- 
lonians were treated to the first 
time-table bombing, with six planes 
in each instance. Just about the 
time the inhabitants believed they 
had detected the time-table arrival 
of the expected death dealers, the 
interval was deliberately and cal- 
culatingly dislocated for the crea- 
tion of suspense and panic. The 
objective of the raiders was to cre- 
ate panic and the task of the de- 
fense was to prevent or waylay it. 


Morale Undermined. 


This was the first sample of air- 
power’s ultimate purpose of waging 
war against enemy morale. During 
the 40 hours, Barcelona, a city of 
about one and a half million per- 
sons, suffered castialties amount- 
ing to about 3000 men, women and 
children killed, 5000 hospital cases 
and some 20,000 minor injuries.

Answer to Sudden Stop 


Why had the bombing stopped, 
without warning, without the loss 
of one bomber by the enemy?

“Why did the bombing stop when 
victory was so obviously within 
reach?” None of them supplied the 
answer, but we suspected _ their 
game and were only seeking con- 
firmation. The Germans and Ital- 
ians had learned all they had set 
out to learn. Their air strategists 
had the answers. But they with- 
held them so that England and 
France would neglect airpower as 
a nation’s first and last line of 
defense. 

If the raiding had been prolonged 
until a modern city capitulated to 
airpower, then England and France 
would have been startled to the 
true meaning of modern air war 
and would have armed themselves 
adequately in the air instead of 
building more battleships and mob- 
ilizing millions more soldiers. The 
old men of England and France 
would not listen, any more than 
our own will now. And the air- 
power visionaries who saw the true 
significance of this deadly experi- 
ment could not persuade their po- 
litical, military or naval bigwigs. 
On a far greater scale, London to-

NOU. 5. GAIN IN WAR, 
NORMAN THOMAS SAYS 


Best Course Is to Stay Out, 
Maintain Democracy and Pre- 
pare Reasonably, Hg Declares. 


As a democracy, the United 
States has nothing to gain and 
everything to lose in this war, Nor- 
man Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for President, told a non-partisan 
gathering at luncheon yesterday <«t 
the Warwick Hotel. 

“This is not a war in which we 
can sanely gamble everything we’ve 


got on the result,” said Thomas, 
who is to lead a panel discussion of 
foreign policy next Tuesday evening 
at Municipal Auditorium. “All the 
war can dois to affect the speed and 
relative bloodiness of the revolution 
we are going through.” 

As a Socialist, Thomas said, he 
deplores the Fascist character of 
that revolution. “But it has gone 
so far,” he added, “that no military 
victory by anybody will restore the 
old order of things. 

Aim in World War. 

“Most people were sincere in their 
faith in the first World War to 
make the world safe for democracy. 
But the old order had declined so 
far that it could not be reorganized, 
and we had instead the peace that 
was the end of peace. Europe had 
built on two principles, nationalism 
and capitalism. The union of the 
two gave us imperialism, and re- 
sentment against empire gave us 
war. It was,” he emphasized, “an. 
imperialist war.” 

Already, he went on, American 
economists are writing about our 
own “manifest destiny,” and a 
strong current in common thought 
and talk has set away from defense 
toward imperialism. There is con- 
sideration, he remarked, of choice 
between “a nice imperialism like 
Britain’s, with democracy at home, 
and an ugly imperialism like 
Rome’s, with Fascism at home.” 

“That is a choice we shall not 
have,” he declared. “The British 
Empire was built, largely with oth- 
er people’s armies, in a time of 
expanding capital, when a large 
part of the world was yet even to 
be explored. The circumstances 
were peculiar and will not come 
again. 

“Ours, historically, is more like- 

ly to be similar to the Roman, with 
Fascism at home. The kind of or- 
ganization and the kind of psychol- 
ogy it calls for are going along 
very fast. The espisodes of violence 
against Jehovah’s Witnesses in 44 
states typify, for example, the char- 
acter of the Fascist mentality.” 
“I don’t believe 10 men in Wash- 
ington, who had anything directly 
to do with it, believed conscription 
was necessary for the physical de- 
fense of America,” Thomas de- 
clared. He approved a movement 
for its repeal, not in expectation 
that it would be repealed, but “as 
a brake on our decent into Fas- 
cism, and against conscription be- 
ing fastened on us permanently.” 

No Democracy Will Be Saved. 

Citing disillusionment after the 
World War, he said, “I here proph- 
esy that we will come to have a 
worse sense of futility about any 
further involvement in this war. 
We may or may not keep out, but 
there will be no democracy saved 
in this war. 

“It will be a long war, and our 
participation would almost certain- 
ly require sending troops to two 
continents, and it offers no com- 
pensating benefits. It will not stop 
the revolution going on in the 
world, and it will leave us worse, 
not better, fitted to deal with it. 
“People in the United States 
have largely propagandized them- 
selves into an amazing siate of

'M not a Catholic. I hold no 
| particular brief for any code 

or creed. But I’m doffing my 
new fall bonnet today in enthusi- 
astic approval of—and warm re- 
spect to—the University of San 
Francisco, whose Jesuit educators 
have made one of the most out- 
standing patriotic gestures in our 
current confusion. 

Time was when credits were the 
main consideration in entering ar 
college. How do you rate in math, 
in English, history, languages? But 
now there’s a new challenge, as 
presented by the U. S. F.—‘*How do 
you rate in Americanism?” 

No student, Catholic or Protest- 
ant, however high his previous rec- 
ord, may enter the University of 
San Francisco today without know- 
ing the fundamental principles of 
Americanism ... vowing allegiance 
if he is a native born or 
acknowledging their status if he is 
an alien. 

And, however humiliating it may 
be to admit this fact, no other col- 
lege or university has made such 
a ruling hitherto. I repeat, I am 
not a Catholic, nor as I advocating 
any special cause or creed. But | 
do believe that the University of 
San Francisco has set an example 
and established a credo which 
every school in America might 
well follow. Here is that state- 
ment, the most _ significant in 
American education today, I hon. 
estly believe: 

THE CREDO OF UNIVERSITY 

OF SAN FRANCISCO 

The University of San Francisco 
refuses to subscribe to the doctrine 
that “academic freedom” may b: 
used as a pretext to teach systems 
which destroy all freedom. I 
proudly boasts that it has always 
taught and always will teach the 
following creed: 

It believes in God. 

It believes 
nity of man. 


natural rights which come from 
God and not from the state. 


It therefore is opposed to 


philosophy that the “total man’ 
(totalitarianism) belongs to the 
state. 


It believes in the sanctity of the 
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home, the basic unit of civilization. 

It believes in the natural right 
of private property, but likewise 
that private property has its social 
obligations, 

It believes that labor has not 
Only rights but obligations. 

It believes that capital has not 
only rights but obligations. 


It is vigorously opposed to all 
forms of “racism,” persecution or 
intolerance because of race. 

It believes that liberty is a sacred 
thing, but that law, which regu- 
lates liberty, is a sacred obligation. 

It believes in inculcating all the 
essential liberties of American de- 
mocracy and takes open and frank 
issue with all brands of spurious 
“democracy.” 

It believes, briefly, in the teach- 
ings of Christ, who held that 
morality must regulate the per- 
sonal, family, economic, political 
and international life of men 
civilization is to endure.
